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SUICIDE OF A DOCTOR. 


Sensation at Jacksonville—Dr. Mc- 


Farland Dead. 


The people of Jacksonville, 111., were 


shocked yesterday to learn of the st jeide 
of Dr. Andrew McForland, the widely 
known physician, which occurred Sun- 
day night at the Doctor's private retreat, 
Oak Lawn. 
: 


The doctor was a native of Concord, N. 


H., and was born in 1817. He was edu- 
cated at Dartmouth College and and 
Jefferson Medical College, Philadelphia. 
He early showed an aptitude for the 
treatment ot mental diseases, and woe 
appointed in 1845 to tliesuperintendency 
of the New Hampshire Insane Asylum. 
In 1850 he made a tour of Europe study- 
ing fcimiiar institutions, and in 1854 he 
was made superintendent of the Central 
Illinois Asylum at Jacksonville. 


During the latter part of his term ho 


bad a highly sensational trial tor mal- 
treatment of patients, instituted by Mrs. 
Packard, and at the time was severely 
condemned by public opinion, but a thor- 
ough investigation 
showed that the 


woman was insane and the charges were 
in the main unfounded. In 1870 he re- 
signed his superintendence and began 
the erection of Oak Lawn Estreat, a pri- 
vate institution, which he has managed 
with great success. 


For some months back he has suffered 


with a trouble of the brain which has in- 
capacitated him for duty, and the care of 
the institution has fallen to his son, Dr. 
George 0. McFarland, and his grand- 
daughter, Dr. Annette MoFarland, a 
graduate of Bush Medical College, Chi- 
cago. 


For the past few weeks Dr. MoFarland 


has suffered a great deal, and an attend- 
ant has been necessary, but Sunday he 
appeared so much better that the attend- 
ant was dismissed. He ate dinner and 
sapper with the family as usual, and 
they remarked to him at the time that 
he was quite well. He left the table, as 
he said, to go and visit an inmate of the 
institution, who had formerly been a 
patient, but who had recovered and was 
staying there from choice. 


Nothing strange was thought of this, 


but during the nights Dr. George McFar- 
lanc that it might be well to see if his 
father was in bed all right, On looking 
his room was found to be vacant.

lifeless body of tho doctor was found in a 
vuoiint room, 


lie had put a chair against the doop 


tied a sheet about hia neck, fastened it to 
a transom bar, jumped off the chair and 
strangled to death. 


New School Houses. 


The crowded condition of the of the

taught. It should be possible to so ar- 
range matters that no teacher should be 
called upon to instruct more than forty 
to fifty pupils. 


Then there are certain quarters of the 


city where children are compelled to walk 
long distances to reach u school bouse. 
This is notably true in the south western 
pait of the city. Owing to the rapid 
growth of that section it will ba abso- 
lutely necessary to do something to 
fnrnieh better accommodations for its 
children. But we have no doubt that 
the Board will carefully consider all these 
circumstances and do the Ijeet they can 
to afford relief to all parts o£ our growing 
city. 


A Sanitarium. 


Dr. Waleton is figuring on extending 


the scope and importance of his surgical 
and medical treatment by building a 
sanitarium of coloesal proportions on the 
site of the present Revere House, at the 
rear of the Christian church on North 
street.

They may offer nny inducement they 
like, but they will never get the better 
class ot girls to co-operate with them. 
Any mother who honors and respects her 
mother will carry her teachings through 
life, and will not be taught over again by 
these ladies.

I think if 
they would only teach their daughters 
that which they prepose to teach us, they

ing of the incident until after tue body 
of Attsberry was discovered in tho road, 
Then Mr, McClelland iitformpd the family 
and neighbors of the report of the ffun. 


The body of Atteberry wns removed to 


hia home, where a jnctica of the peaca 
held an inqnest, which Wfis Rdjoumeit 
until lu-ciay to be conducted by the cor- 
oner of Olielhy oonnty whose home is at 
Hhelbyville. 


No arrest had b:on made np to noon 


to-day. It ia given out at Moweaqua 
that the motive for tho crime could not 
have been robbery, for the old gentleman 
did not have any great mount e,f money 
with him, and what he had was not 
taken. About four weeks opo it became 
known that ho wag soon to wed Mrs, 
Denton. It 
was understood that the 


children objected to the match. The coun- 
try constables are in charge of the case 
They refuse to divulge what they intend 
to do. They huvn a theory, and in tho 
absence of positive Kuilt, they are follow- 
ing np u chiiin of circumstances which 
will probably load to an nrrest or two 
beforn to-morrow. It is stated that tho 
people of the neighborhood are satisfied 
that the murderer does not live outside 
tha boundary of Moawequu township, but 
unlosa a confession comes, or porno tongi- 
b'e evidence of puilt comes to Jiffht, it 
will be difficult in case of arrest to fasten 
tho onme on anyone. 


Thia forenoon Davis Atteberry, who 


resides in the Fourth ward, this city, took 
tho 10:22 fonth-bound train on tlio Cen- 
tral road for Moawequa, and arrived 
there to find tho people discussing the 
murder. In oompfiny with a party of 
Moawequu people Davis went out to the 
Attoberry home place to learn for himself 
nil that 10 known ot tho tragic affair. 


It ia singular that tha murder should 


havo been committed in broad daylight, 
and nt a time when tho tracks oC tha 
party Crin;,' tho gun could bo easily 
traced in tho mud. The earth waa water 
soaked yesterday, and tho tracks ot any- 
ono ia au adjoining field or in the road 
conld be discovered, Unless the mni- 
derer planned the deed ouceassfully to 
escape detection, nod sallied out when 
there was no one except the old man and 
himself abroad, it would seem reasonable 
that a party with a shot-gun would have 
been iieeu or heard of by somebody in the 
neighborhood.
